Advisories  to  each  of  the  CO  Emerg  Managers  has  been  made.  All  DW  plants  have  turned  off 
their  intakes  to  the  Animas  River  using  other  sources  or  storage  for  the  next  48-72hrs.  CO- 
DOW  is  placing  cages  with  fish  in  them  for  “in  situ  tox  tests”.  The  stretch  of  the  river  (Concrete 
Creek  give  you  a clue)  that  was  immediately  impacted  was  sterile  from  the  mine  all  along.
